Claim Objections 

1 . The amended claims were received on August 22, 2008. The amended claims 
are acceptable.

3. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on August 22, 2008 filed 
before the mailing date of a notice of allowance.

4. Claims 1 , 3-6, 9-18 and 20 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

Reasons for Allowance 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record neither teach nor render obvious the instant application claimed 
invention as a whole, in particular, the prior art fails to teach "wherein said thickness of 
said first conductor layer on said core substrate is crt, said thickness of said second 
conductor on said interlayer insulating layer is a2, and al and a2 satisfy a2 < a1 < 40a2" 
as recited in claim 1 , "wherein said at least one inner conductor layer of said core 
substrate comprises the power supply layer or the earth, and said conductor layer is 
formed on a surface of said core substrate and comprises a signal line, and wherein the 
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at least one inner conductor layer of said core substrate has a thickness which is larger 
than a thickness of the conductor lager formed over the surface of said core substrate" 
as recited in claim 6 and "wherein said thickness of said first conductor layer on said 
core substrate is a1 , said thickness of said second conductor layer on said interlayer 
insulating layer is a2, and al and a2 satisfy a2 < a1 < 40a2" as recited in claim 18.
